Jtr, Chamberlain at tlie Baiiqnet to 
tlic New Governor of 
Qneeuslaiid. 



LoxDo.N, .J.m. 21.- — A biuuiuel was 
given to-!iii,'hl at the Hotel Mutrijijolc in 
honor of Bitron Lainington, wlioisnbout 
to uasiune the Governorship of Queens- 
land, Australia. Rt. Hon. Jos. Chuin- 
berlain, secretary of state for the Colon- 
ies, in toastifig Buion Laniington, 
congratulated the Colonies 011 their 
loyalty. 1 le preterred, he .sititl, to .say 
nothing upon tlie Transvaal (piestion, 
pending the judicial inquiry which was 
to be made and felt confident the coun- 
try would wait to hear both the indict- 
luiuit and the defence before pronounc- 
ing jiulgnieiit. Concerning recent rofer- 
eiioea lo the isolation of England, he 
aaitl that long standing differences ap- 
peared to have stultlenly assumed threat- 
ening j)ioportionK. 

" From quarters from which we might 
luivo ex[)eL',tod frioiidBhii) and considera- 
tion," Mr. Chamberlain continued, " we 
wore confronted with suspicion and even 
with hate, and we had to recognize tliat 
our success, in itself however legitimate, 
was imputed to ua as a crime; our love 
of peace was regarded as a sign of weak- 
ness and our indifl'erence to foreign 
criticism was construed into an invita- 
tion to insult us. The prosjiect of our 
discoiniiture was regarded with hanlly 
di.sgui.sod ."ulisfactioii by ourcomiiotitoi's, 
who niusl be forced to admit tluit we 
alone liold our [)OBsessions throughout 
the world in trust for them all, anil ad- 
mit them to our markets as freely as our- 
selves. (Cheers.) 

"While regretting the existence of 
snnh u feeling we rejoice that it bas 
found expression — no better service was 
ever done to lhi.s nation. A\'e were eji- 
abled to show our united determination 
to maintain our rights three we(d;s ago. 
In the words of Mr. Foster, of llie Do- 
minion parliament, 'The great mother 
of the Empire stood splendidly isolated.' 
How stands she to-day? She stands se- 
cure in the strength of her own 
resources. From Australia, from Can- 
ada, come expressions of patriotic 
enthusiasm as the natural response to 
the outburst of. the national sj)irit at 
home, and a ])r6of that British hearts 
beat in unison throiighoiit the world. 
IaH us to the utmost cultivate this sen- 
timent. This is tlie lesson to be derived 
from recent events. In the words of 
Tennyson : 

" IjCt Britain's myriad voices call. 

Her sows be welded one and all 

In one Imperial whole." 

" Lord Liiniiugton goes to an infant 
colony destined to lie a giant; (.iueons- 
land lias an area — shall I say thrice that 
of (iermany? (laugliter, cries of ' bravo' 
and |>rolonged cheers) yet this great 
colony is only one in seven, all eciually 
important." 

The new Governor having respondeil, 
SetM-etary Chamberlain toasted the 
Italian .Vm hassador, i^t.-Cieii. A. Fer- 
reeu, expressing a])prL'ciation 01 Italy's 
friendship for England and admiratinn 
for the bravery of Italian soldiers and a 
hope for their ultimate success in Africa. 

The proceedings were closed by the 
guests singing "Rule Britannia " and, 
with reference to Mr. Chamberlain, 
" He's a jolly good fellow." 

The Times says: " It is satisfactory to 
note tlu? manly and wholesome temper 
displayed by Mr. Cbaniberlaiii and Mr. 
(ioscben in their si)eet;hes hist night." 

.\t the banquet to Lord Lainington the 
orchestra twice played " Rule Britan- 
nia" during the evening, the company 
rising. Loud cheers were given when 
"Gad Save the Queen " was played. and 
at the end of Mr. Chatnberlaiu'a first 
speech; after the Tennyson quotation 
there was a similar ebullition.

Northwest Immieration Association- 
Short in His Accounts. 

Wi.VNri'i;ci, Jan. 21. — (Special) — The 
Winnipeg Hockey Club leave here on 
Thursday for St. Paul, where they ex- 
pect to take part in the carnival sports, 
meeting teams from Chicago, Duluth, 
St. Paul and Minneaiiolis. They will be 
accomi)anied by a number of Winni- 
peggers. 

The Manitoba branch of the North- 
west Immigration Aasociation /organized 
recently at St. Paul, met to-day and de- 
cided to call a conveution for Winnipeg 
on February 20, 27 and 28. Reduced 
rates are expected for delegates. 

Iloseraan Dawson, a member of the 
Winnipeg lire brigade, died in the hos- 
jiital to-day from injuries received dur- 
ing the recent Cauchon block disaster 
liere. Tbe remains will be taken to Boss 
Point, N. Y., for burial. 

Secretary-Treasurer Fitch, of Car- 
l)crrv, is reported by Government Au- 
ditor Molliitt to be $1,800 short in his 
accounts. 



The Pope Bid Not Oll'er to Arbitrate 
—Boer Governnieut and Loyal 
Uitlanders. 



LoNDO.Nt, Jan. 21.— Reor- Admiral Dale, 

who has been assigned to the flying 
Squadron, dined with the Queen to- 
night. The sijuadroii is expected to sail 
to-morrow. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Times 
stiys: "The Emperor's message and 
si)eech of Saturday has fallen very flat. 
If, as has been supposed, tbe hitler was 
iiiteiuled to help forward project which 
bas been preparing, to spend one bun 
dred million marks or two hundred 
million marks on tiie navy, it is hardly 
likely to succeed." 

The Osservatort^ Konuino to-day gays 
there is not a shadow of truth in the 
statement that the I'ope, through Cardi- 
nal Siitolli, litis oll'ered Presitlent Cleve- 
land to arbitrate in the Venezuelan dis- 
pute. 

Le Temps, of Paris, referring to Sena- 
tor Davis' Monroe doctrine resolution, 
says: " Does Senator Davis imagine 
that Europe will admit withont protest 
this innovation of the Monroe doctrine, 
or that tbe American states will consent 
to submit themselves to all the annoy- 
ance of slavery without a single advan- 
tage of jirotection." 

The North German Gazette has a des- 
patch from tbe Cameroons saying that 
several days lighting has occurred near 
the stations of .huinde between the 
garrison aiul tbe insurgent natives of the 
Cierinan territory. I'our t^ernuin ofhcers 
were wounded antl seven native troopers 
were killed. 

The Standard has a Berlin ilispatch 
which says : " In the coming navy ile- 
bate in tbe reiclistag the government 
plans will be revealed, but it is unlikely 
that any credits will be demanded until 
next session," 

Unconfirmed rumors are abroad that 
Chancellor von Holienlohe's condition 
is precarious, owing to his strenuous op- 
position to the Emperor's naval plan. 

It has been decided that the Lords of 
the Admiralty will review the flying 
sipiadron. 

The Standard's Berlin special says: 
The senii-oflicial newspapers publish a 
Pretoria disjiatch which says that Presi- 
dent Kruger has granted "citi2<^nship to 
tbe Uitlanders who sujiported him in 
the recent crisis. There are veiy few 
Englishmen among them. 

A deipatch to llie Times from St. 
Petersburg says : " A new Kuaso-Chin- 
esc bank with a capital of six million 
gold roubles has been definitely formed, 
and has been empowered to open 
branches in Europe and Asia for the 
omission of bank notes in taels, dollars 
and sterling, for the coinage of Chinese 
money, for the receipt of Chinese taxes 
on deposit, and for the acquisition of 
concessions for railways and telegraphs, 
besides sjiecial privileges in Siberia and 
on the Chinese frontier. 

The secrettiry of state for the colonies, 
Mr. Chamberlain, and the I'nited States 
aiubassaiior, Mr. Bayard, bave accepted 
invittitions to dine with benchers at 
tlriiy's Inn to-morrow. 

Tile Daily News says in an editorial : 
" Our New York correspondence has a 
hopeful tone about Venezuela. Justice 
Brewer has displayed gunuine states- 
mansliip and bas furnished Lord Salis- 
bury an opportunity wdiich ought not to 
bo lost. Lord Salisbury would show 
w isdom and dignity by complying with 
the request so tendered." 

TO EXCLUDE CANADIANS. 

Bill Before House of Representatives to Pre- 
vent Employment of Eritisliers, 
Sailors in Particular. 

Wasiiin(.:to.s-, Jan, 21.— The immigra- 
tion bill providing for the more thorough 
exclusion of Canadian labor from the 
United States, wdiieli failed to pas.s the 
last congress, was introduced in the 
house to-day by Congressman Mahany, 
of Bullalo, N.Y. Among other pro- 
visions the bill ainjB to prevent the em- 
ployment of Canadian sailors to the ex- 
clusion of Americans. It requires that 
all aliens who shi)) on American vessels 
shall have resided in this country for a 
continuous period of si.v nioTiths before 
engaging on such boats. This iiracti- 
cally means that tlioy nnist have a per- 
manent domicile hero, as they work on 
the lakes the other six months. It is 
claimed that over '1,000 Canadian seti- 
men sail on Aiiu'rican vessels every 
season and return to their country in 
the winter to spend their earnings. It 
is thought the bill will now meet with 
better success.

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ott.^w.v, Jiin. 21. — The government 
has decided upon a lino of action with 
reference to the re-armainent of the 
nnlitia force. It was generally thought 
in militia circles that the Lee-Metford 
rifle would be procured for the forces 
generally, but it is proposed to confine 
the use of this weapon to the perman- 
ent force. Tlie authorities consitlur that 
as the mticlianism of the Lee-Metford is 
very delicate there would he great danger 
of the weapon getting out of order in the 
bands of men less skilled than those 
of the permanent force are supposed to 
be. Col. Lake, the quartermaster-gen- 
eral, is meeting with every assistance 
from the War Offlce, and before he 
leaves England a contract will have 
been entered into for supplying Canada 
with forty thousand Martini-Enfield 
rifles. This new weapon will have the 
Martini iock and action, with the En- 
field barrel, . or rather a modifica- 
tion of it, for the regular 
Enfield has four_ grooves, while 
the new weapon will have but three, 
so as to render it less liable to fouling. 
It will take a .303 bullet the same 11s the 
Lce-Melford, so that the regulars at 
Halifax and Victoria, the permanent 
force and the Canada militia may all use 
the same ammunition. With bayonet 
attached the rifle will weigh about nine 
pounds. It will without doubt prove a 
very servicetible weapon. The cost of 
this large consignment of rifles will be in 
the vicinity of .$800,000. 

The debate on the address was con- 
tinued in the Commons to-day, Messrs. 
Mills of Bothwell, Daly, Forbes and 
Northrup being the speatera ; it will 
probably last until Friday. 

In the Senate Premier Bowell said 
Governor Mackintosh bad no warrant 
or authority to withhold assent from the 
territorial school ordinance passed'last 
session. 

The House sat with closed doors for a 
short time this afternoon while Sir 
Richard Gartwright explained how it 
came about that he is chargerl with as- 
saulting editor Laferriere. He denied 
committing an assault, and a?ked that 
steps be taken to better contro! the 
crowds seeking to gain entrance to .the 
chamber. 

Tbe writ for Northumberland, N, B., 
made necessary by the appointmejit of 
Hon. Michael Adams to the Senate was 
issued to-day. The nomination is set 
for January 30 and polling for Febru- 
ary 6.

McHeish and Jones, and are situated 
about 2,000 feet above the Spillimacheen 
river. So far the amount of work done 
has been very small. The lead crosses 
the mountain and can be traced for a 
distance of 1,500 feet in length and 60 
feet in width. Tlie present work done 
has been to drive a tunnel on the fool of 
lode and it is the intention to continui' 
it to about too foet so as to strike the 
lead at a good deptli , and as the rock 
rises very abruptly fi-om the tunnel 
ground the d('i)th at that point may be 
roughly estimated at 1300 feet. In all 
pockcH.T of very rich copper carbonates 
assaying about .^7 (ler cent, are being 
struck every day in the present tunnel, 
and it is the intention of the owners to 
ship two car loads of the ore to Swansea 
in the spring;. As far as situation is 
concerned it would be hard to find any 
property on this continent more acces 
sible.

Ho-w They Account for Their Long- 
evItyr=-i'H'e Histories UoverliBsr 
■I ! Many Eventful Years. 



If anyone would know whether he is 
likely to live long or die soon let him in- 
C)!;--i whether old age " runs in the fam- 
ily " or not, for the good tissues of long 
life are apt to ho hereditary. This is 
the conclusion that Francis Creagan, of 
this city, has come to after 101 years 
consideration of tho subject, and surely 
an opinion formed after such mature de- 
liberation should carry Weiglit. 

Creagan is at present ai^nmate of the 
Old Men's Home here and is one of this 
city's two interesting centenarians, the 
other being 3lrs. Ann Cainiibell, wlio 
look.y out upon the kaleidoscopic world 
from the windows of a fosy little cottage 
home at the corner of Oouglas street and 
I'riiicess avenue. Around each of these 
pioneers of a jiast century an eventful 
story is woven ; it could scarcely be 
otherwise with those who for go long a 
time have defied tiie scythe of the 
Reajier. 

Creagan is unfortuately more robust 
then is his memory ; ho is willing enough 
to lift the curtain from tho scenes of liis 
long life but many of the pictures are 
so faded by time as to be all but obliter- 
ated. It was in Westttieath, Ireland, 
that Creagan 's baby eyes opened to tho 
1795 sunshine, and the century of suc- 
ceeding years has not robbed him of the 
•'bit of the brogue." All recollections 
of the green isle have, however, been 
long ago extinguished, and Ids iiiemory 
treasures onlv the incidents of his busy 
life in this new world, whither he came 
when Governor Houglas aiiJ the Hud- 
eon's iiay Conijiany ruled the land. 

IJo was in fact a'body servant of the 
great Governor, whose deatii he even yet 
hunenta, and has watched Victoria grow 
from the four rougb-liewn walls of the 
original fort to the present pretentious 
and substantial city. The Victoria of 
modern times he does not like; to him 
it is unfamiliar and distasteful— he is 
not nor can he be a part of it. 

As to the secret of his long life and 
liale old age, he has ninch to say. First, 
he ascribes his longevity to the fact that 
alibis family have "been that way." 
Then again he has alway.s been blessed 
with a good appetite and bus lived the 
greater |)art of his life in the ojieii aii, 
pn'i)ariiig his simple food with his own 
iauuls and enjoying tlie coiisohuioii of 
"the weed," which ho ia common witli 
many another veteran regards ai 
nature's best contribution to man'scom 
fort. Of alcoholic liquors he does not 
know the taste, and though a constant 
smoker tor eighty years, his eye is still 
undimmed and the grasp of his hand 
firm and steady. His hair is long, and 
pure white; indeed his whole apjiear- 
ance is of the Rip-Van-Winkle style— 
for his white beard is patriarchal, al- 
most senatorial, in its diinensiorts. His 
face and frame are those of a man hard 
ened by continual contact with the 
elements, and preserved by them, al 
though lie himself attributes his long 
lease of life to the fact that it " is in the 
family," 

Tlie firstsceiie in Mrs. Campbell's life 
history— a volunie devoted to acts of un 
ostentatious charity aiul Christian ben 
evolence — was enacted in a baggage car 
at Bradford, Yorkshire, where she was 
horn while the British army was pre- 
paring for that eventful foreign cam- 
paign which gave undying lustre to the 
name of Xelsoii. Her father, she re- 
lates with ])ride, was .Sergeant Major 
Carmichael of the famous I'-'nd lligli- 
lander.H, aiul her iiKjtlier a Worthy mat- 
troii of i'Aliribiirgh town. Two years of 
her baby life was sjient at Gibraltar, 
and siil)sei|ueiitly her family removed to 
ICgv pt, taking little Annie with them as 
a matter of conrse. 

After her father's death, her mother 
returned to iMliiiburgh with her chil 
dren,and there the daughter became 
Mrs. Campbell and lived many happy 
years. Iler husband, a delicate man, 
was very fond of smoking though " not 
able to draw his pipe well," and like a 
good, true wife she would light it and 
start it for him. Thus it was that she 
herself contracted the habit of smoking 
which she kept up through forty years 

Thirteen years after her husband'H 
death in 1 S,"),"), she and her son came to 
Canada, and alter living many years in 
the neighborhood of the great lakes 
moved to Yictoria fourtciiU years ago 
Mrs. Campljoll is to-day a sinall, bright- 
looking woman retaining all her faculties 
unimi)aired, and until very recent year.s 
disdaining the aid of glasses even while 
reading or sewing. Slie has idways 
kept herself up with the times, and still 
HjieudB the greater part of her leisure 
hours reading the papers. She is a per- 
fect housekeeper, ana her kitchen floors 
and tables would put to shame or envy 
many a younger woman. Her white 
caps bordered with tiny ru files are 
beautifully made and huindried by her- 
self, whilu she still is able to 
])rei)are lier own meals — briiad and but 
tor and tea being her chief cliet. She 
seldom goes out now excejit for very 
short walks, but she has always lived a 
very active, industrious life, providing 
plenty of out-of-door e.^ercise, hence 
probably her great ago. 

Her speech is tiiigcd w'itli a charming 
Scottish accent, and her tales of her 
younger d»ys are extremely interesting, 
especially as she has now lived in four 
reigns and .has seen three of the sov- 
ereigns— George IV, \VilHam IV, and 
Britain's present ruler, Yictoria.

His Beply to the President's Inquir- 
ies' Kegardiug Certain AUegred 
Unpatriotic Speeclies. 



Thei e Was Nothing- of a Political or 
Partizan Cliaracter and Every- 
thing: Was Informal. 




Wa.siiinhto\, Juii. '20. — The PieaiJent 
to-day made answer to the house resolu- 
tion calling for iniormation us to whether 
Ambassador Bayard did at Edinburgh 
•and Boatou (England) deliver speeches 
referring to the American people aa a 
stroiim, Bulf-confident and oftentimes vio- 
lent people, whom it took a real man to 
govern, and to the insatiable growth of 
thiit fciriri of soi'ialisin styled [jrotection, 
which hus done more to oorrnpt public 
life, etc., and if so, wliat action had buon 
talcen by the President. 

The answer is in tlio shape of a letter 
by Secretary Olnoy, enclosing copies of 
the two speechcu, and stating that ex- 
cept as revealed in the correspondence 
no action had been taken by the State 
department. This correspondence be- 
gins with the following letter from Mr. 
Bayard to Secretary Olney, dated Lon- 
don, 12th inst. 

"Siii, — Observing the proceedings as 
rei)Oi-tcd by tek'<;raph, in the public 
new6i)a;)L'rsof thiscountry, of the United 
States liouse of leprebentatives in rela- 
tion ti) a pupoi- i-ead by n\e on tbi'ovenin<; 
of theVth lilt, .before tiiePhilosDpliical In- 
stitution of lidinbnrgii, I have the honor 
to enclose herewith, for your iii;:[)ection, 
a jiriiited copy of the address in ques- 
tion. In the absence of precise inform- 
ation as to the text of the resolution 
said to have been adopted by llie house, 
and not proposinf; to anticipate the ac- 
tion of either or liotli houses of congress, 
yet, observing tlmt in the course of dis- 
cussion, reference was made to the per- 
sonal instructions of the department of 
state to the diplomatic otlicers of tlie 
United States, I will advert to article 
VII and its sub-sections, in order that 
your attention may be drawn to the fact 
that the address in question was deliver- 
ed before an institution ])urely literary 
and scientific in its character, and 
wholly unconnected with parties, which 
had honored two of niy oflicial i)redeces- 
sors witli siuiilar invitations. 

" These in both cases had been ac- 
cepted — subjects jjolitical in their 
nature (Democracy and the Law of 
the land) having been res])ectively 
selected and treated with dis- 
tingnislicd ability. No political canvass 
was pending in this country when my 
address was made, and no inter- 
ference or participation in local or 
party political organizations inthiseoun- 
try was therefore impossible. The ad- 
dress consisted of my personal opinions 
ujion governmental institutions in gen- 
eral, the merit, forces and tendencies 
which underlie them and the 
governmental policies which assist 
in the conservation of the freedom of 
the individual as an essential integer of 
human progress and of the prominence 
of civilization. The judgments so de- 
livered were formed by nie after careful 
deliberation, and in their presentation 
sundry historical facts and arguments 
tending to sustain them were advanced. 
"When the congress shall have concluded 
its action on tlie subject it is jjossible 
that I may desire to submit a further 
statement, but meanwhile I consider it 
proper to place before you the address in 
full and facts connected with its de- 
livery." 

On Jan. 3, Secretary Olney, cabled 
Rayard for details as to the Boston 
si)eech and .Tan. 4, the ambassador re- 
plied in a let ter in which, after promising 
to forward the n(nvspai)er report of the 
speech and describing the high charac- 
ter of the Hoston school, he.say.s : "Tiie 
exei'ci;^es were of a very simple and in- 
formal nature, and without a note or 
prepared word of any kind, 1 made a 
short prefatory speech and handed over 
the prizes to the successful compe- 
titors. In the afternoon we ad- 
journed to the public hall or hotel, 
where dinner was served, and as is cus- 
tomary here there were toasts and re- 
sponses, and I responded to the health 
of the President ot the United States 
and subsequently to a toast to myself. 
So far as it was concorneil everything 
was impromptu, and a kindly, humor- 
ous, post-])randial tone prevailed. It 
seems a reporter wan inesent, hut I did 
nut s<M' him nor did I know that any re- 
prirt had been made until the hicalntiws- 
|)apt'r wa'i ecnt to nie a few days after- 
ward.s in London." 

Two days later Mr. I'ayai'd sent to 
Secretary Olney the P.oPton newspajjei'S 
containiijg tlie rcjHjrts of h;.s s])eech 
there, and in transmitting them he 
wrote: "If it is desired to gather the 
actual purport and meaning of my state- 
ment it would appear to be necessary 
that phrases should not be separiited 
from the context but that all the parts 
should be considered in their relation 
to each other, and as the honorable 
house of representatives have in the grrive 
«xercisf of their |)ul)lic duty instituted 
an in<|iiiry into what bad Ijcen said and 
done liy ine cm the occasion referred to, 
including the eircunislances attendant, 
it may not be unreasonable for me t(j ex- 
press the hope that in simple juKticea 
full publication of the reniar;<s undergo- 
ing criticism nniy accouiiiany the ex- 
pression of any judgment they may 
arrive at in .the preraisbs."

INTERNATIONAL AKBITEATION. 

France Willine to Submit the Amazonian 
Boundary and Great Britain the Owner- 
ship of Trinidad. 

New Youk, Jan. 21. — A special des- 
patch to a local paper from Buenos 
Ayres, says: "France, through her 
ministei', has informed tlie Brazilian 
government that she agrees to the ar- 
bitration of the Amazon boundary (lues- 
tion. She will, however, absolutely re- 
fuse to discuss the details of the affair of 
^^ay 16, 1896, in which French subjects 
were attacked in the Amazon territory. 
In this incident she insists that the 
I'.ra/.ilian "liicials shall be disnnssed 
from ofiice in the contested territory and 
that they be puinshed without delay. 

" The British minister has handed to 
the Brazilian Foreign Ofiice a letter from 
Lord Salisburv in wdiieh are embodied 
the points held for ]r,ngland's claim to 
the Island of Trinidad. The Prime 
Minister says that while the Fnglish are 
in actual possession, in the exercise of a 
conciliatory spirit the government is 
willinu to accept arbitration as a means 
of determining the rightful owner- 
ship. Brazil must reply defin- 
itely as to wdiom she will appoint 
to this position by the end of the cur- 
rent month or before February 1. The 
note further says that when the_ British 
parliament opens the declaration that 
England now occupies Trinidad will be 
announced in the tjueen's speech and 
that unless Brazil gives reasons fordehiy 
in arbitrating tho disi)Ute, by showing 
better proofs of ownershii> than those 
already advanced, tho island is lost to 
the republic. 



CANADIANS IN THE AliMY. 

Honor Conferred Upon a Young Ofncer Who 
Spent Some Time in Victoria. 

Amongst the New Year honors con- 
ferred by Her Jlajrsty was the follow- 
ing, as noted in the London Gazette: 
''Tlie order of .St. iMichael and St. 
George — To be ordinary members of the 
third class, or Companions: Captain 
John Irvine Lang, R.E., for services in 
connection with tlie railway survey and 
the delimitation of the Western boun- 
dary of the Gold Coast Colony." In re- 
ferring to the atove an Imperial service 
paper says : 

Captain John Irvine Lang. Koyal En- 
gineers, whose name appears in the 
New Year's honor roll, as a Companion 
oi the Most Distinguished (Irder of 81 . 
Michael and ISt. George, for services in 
connection with the railway survey ami 
delimination of the Western boundary 
(jf the Gokl Coast Colony, is one of the 
several graduates of the Koyal Military 
College of Canada, .who have come weil 
to the front in the Ipiperial service. 
The descendant of an old York.shiro 
family settled in Canada after tho war 
of 1812, Captain Lant: entered the 
lioyal Military College at King- 
ston, Ontario, in ISTt), and giadu- 
atinc with honors \ii Jss.'-i, was 
gazetted as a lieutenant in the 
Royal Engineers ill June of that year; 
after passing through the usual two 
years' course at Chatham he was sent to 
the war ofiice, and was .subseipiently 
made ' '"-de-cani]) to Lieut. -tieneral 
Sir .Vndi 'arke, inspector-general of 
fortifications, and on the exjiiratioii of 
this appointment was af)2)ointed to Brit- 
ish Columbia to carry out the surveys in 
connection with the def(Mices of tiial por- 
tion of tiie Empire. His work was sn 
well done that on his return to England 
he was selected for special duty on the 
Gold Coast, and has now been re- 
warded for his important services 
ill connection with tlie Boundary Goin- 
mission and his extensive surveys in 
the surrounding district. Captain Lang, 
like his couutiynien generally, is a man

THE ISSUE IN MANITOBA. 

We the other day took it for granted 
that the school question was tlie sole 
is?3ue of the election (contest in Manito- 
ba. The Times, followini; it.s nsual pol- 
icy, iiiiineiliiitely declared tlmt we were 
wronfr, iiiid more than insinuated that 
we did not know what we were writing 
about. 

The Winnipeg newspapers of the 16th, 
the day after the election, have come to 
hand, and let us see what they say about 
the issue at the polls. 

The Winnipeg Tribune, the organ of 
the Greenway Governineiit, a party 
paper of the .same class and pretty much 
the same calibre as the Victoria 
Times, is of course jubilant over tlie 
"glorious victory." Its leading article 
is headed "A Triumph," and its very 
first sentence is " Manitoba's school sys- 
tem is .safe." It <;oes on to say in the 
ad capldiidii III .stylo of such papers : 

The rioniinioii aiithorltiea. liowevci 
much they may be under the dictation 
and influeni^e of the Konian Catholic 
iiierarchj' of Quebec, will never dare 
attempt the coercion of Manitoba now. 

After a few sentences of triumphant 
boasting, yrhieh unde);the circuuistances 
may be regarded as excusable, the Tri- 
bune continues : 

Mr. fireeiiway iias now secured the 
mandate which lie asked the people of 
INIanitoba to i^iva him, and ho knows 
thtit the idovinco will stand at his hack 
in re.sistinL' any and all altemiits at coer- 
cion. Manitiilia has sai<l to Ottawa, and 
said it in a voice of tliuiidei-: " Uon't 
you dare lay your unlioly hands upon 
onr national school system." 

These extracts from tlie leading tiov- 
ernment paper of the province suffi- 
ciently indicate what it believed the 
issue in the contest just ended to be 
.and what must he its result. 

Now let us see what the Wi:!ni;i('ir 
Free Press, a moderate paper with, it is 
said, a leaning to the Conservative side, 
has to say about the contest and the sig- 
nificance of the victory. In its article 
on " The provincial elections" it says : 

The result ol Mr. Greenway's appeal 
to the electors ol Manitoba leaves no 
room for doubt of tlieir attituile towanl 
remedial lejrislation which is snppi^sed 
to be soon presented to I'arliament at 
Ottawa. The issue presented to the 
electors was this and in-acticallv nothing; 
else. 

I'"roiii this \vc see that however tlu' 
l''i(,'e I'ress mid the Trilmue may Hiiap 
and snarl al eiirli oilier .m otlier siilijecls 
they are in complete accurtl as to what 
was before the people at the late elec- 
tion. 

Now, let us ask the .Vor'-Wester 
" What it was all ahotU " " Tlie .\or'- 
Westcr, we may say, is the only Htrai;_'ht 
Opposition newspaper in \\'intu|)eg. The 
answer is contained in the lirst para- 
graph a' its leading article: 

The <;eneral results of the election yes- 
terday were no surprise to the |)eo- 
])le of Manitoba. The fake issue on 
wliicli the (.iovernmeiil went to tlu^ 
country w.-is, as has already been stated, 
a scarecrow ; but to a considerable ex- 
tent at least it was a successftd one, and 
caused a rally in siijjport of the tireen- 
v/Bv Government, on the assumption 
that to support it was to support the 
school act 6f 1S90, and to oppose it was 
to advocate its abolition and the restora- 
tion of separate schools. 

In the next paragi-a])li it gives some 
inkling as to the strength of the nun- 
ority, and shows why it was not strong- 
er. It Hiiys : 

The Greenway nnijorities arc not 
autnciontlv large in the diU'erent dis- 
tricts to cause any great exuberance of 
feeling among the supporters of the 
Government when the ahanieful mauiu- 
iilation of the lists is considered and it 
is remembered that enough Conserva- 
tive voters have been disfranchised to 
have defeated theGoverninent in almost 
evei-y constituency. 

Here we have the three Winnipeg 
daily newspapers the day after the con- 



test declaring that the Bcbooi querocua 
was in effect the only.iBBue at tiie.ppUS), 
yet the Times trisito inalcelts readers 

believe that this was not the case and 
sneers at us for being ignorant because 
we said it was. 

A FUTILE OBJECTION. 

The local organ oi the Opposition as- 
serts thiit in our attempt to show that 
Manitoba is repudiating its constitu- 
tional obligations wo carefully avoided 
" the point of real importance." It 
then asks: "Did the judgment of the 
privy council order the restoration of the 
se])arate school system in Manitoba'"' 

If our contemporary gave a little in- 
dependent consideration to the subject 
it would find that the judgment of the 
Judicial Committee uf the Privy Coun- 
cil has really nothing to do with Mani- 
toba's constitutional obligation as 
regards the denominational minority. 
If it takes the trouble to look it will see 
that there is not a syllable about the 
Privy Council in either the Manitoba 
Act or in the British North America Act. 
The appeal to the Committee of the 
Privy Council was simply on incident in 
the proceedings — we had almost M'ritten 
an " accident." 

What the Constitution of Manitoba — 
the Federal compact — does is to give the 
denominational minority the right to 
apjieal to the Governor-General-in- 
Council against an act of the Provincial 
Legislature. It also gives the 
Governof-(ieneral-in-Council power to 
deal with that appeal. It is evident 
that he must deal with it on his own re- 
sponsilnlity, no matter to whom he ap- 
plies for advice. It may be as well to 
say here that the " Governor-General- 
in-Council " means, in this connection, 
the Dominion Government. 

The Dominion Govmiiment then, as 
they have power to do, heard the appeal 
and gave their decision. That that du- 
cision is in accordance witli the judg- 
ment of the Privy Council gives it moral 
strength, but it would have been 
equally constitutional if the Judicial 
Committee had not been consulted 
at all. The decision must he regarded 
aa the Dominion (iovernnient's and that 
Govorniiientlare responsible for it, and for 
all their subseniient acts with regard to 
it, to the I'arliament and the people of 
the Dominion. The appeal to the Privy 
Council was really nothing more than p 
precaution taken by the Government to 
make sure that they were right. When 
they took the judgment of the Privy 
Council as their guide they made it 
their own. That judgment did not af- 
fect the obligation of the people of Man- 
itoba to abide by the decision of Parlia- 
ment in the matter of the appeal of 
the minority, one way or the other. 
As long as the minority acted in a 
constitutional way and kejjt within the 
rights accorded to them by the terms of 
Confederation the majority of the Pro- 
vince are in good faith bound to respect 
those rights. A good many well-t^edn- 
iug people seem to be under the im- 
pression that if the Manitoba majority 
howl loud enough "We wont," "Let 
us alone," "We will do as we like," 
this howling in some niysteriotis way 
frees thcMii of their obligation to per- 
form the i^onditions of their bargaiti 
with the Dominion. But making a fuss 
is not carrying out a bargain in the case 
of Manitoba or in anv other. 



PROMPT AND DECIDED. 

The Rt. Hon. Mr. Chamberlain has won 
golden opinions from people of all sorts 
and conditions by the way in which he 
has smoothed over the Transvaal difli- 
culty If be hail hUowlmI the suspicious 
Boers a chance to believe that the 
British Government had any comijlicity, 
no matter how distant or how indirect, 
with Dr. .lanieson's audacious invasion 
of the Transvaal, it would have gone 
hard with the Uitlanders after 
Jameson's forces bad been deli^ated 
and the lloers had relumed liouu! aiiL'ry 
and thi rsting foi vengeance. .Mr. I'baiu- 
berlain did not lose a iiioment in cuii- 
deiiining the filibustering expedition 
and in taking measures that it sliould 
not be supported or countenanced by 
any British official, civil or military, ft 
was his duty not to give the iiulignant 
I'oers anv cause to ludievo that the 
liritisli 1 lovernnieiit i.pproved of tlu' 
foray made by Jameson, and he did so 
very ellectually. It is no doubt owing 
to tilt! measures which he took that the 
lirisoners were so well treated and 
that the Uitlanders, who were on the 
eve of open insurrection, were iiot more 
harshly. treattnl than they were. 

It is to be hoped that Mr. Chaniber- 
laiii will inter]iose bis guodijdices to jire- 
vail upon the Doors to make Jhe posi- 
tion of the Uitlanders more tolerable 
than it has been. If he succeeds in do- 
ing this he will prevent bloodshed, and 
perhaps arrest the downfall of the 
Dutch Republic. For nothing i.s surer 
than that a continuation of the Boor 
oppression and injustice will provoke 
the aliens of nil nations living in the 
Transvaal to oi)en rebellion, which 
must in the long run prove succesaful. 
The minority in that country will not be 
aide to keep the majority under its heel 
very long. The London Times, which is 
not in the habit of overstating griev- 
ances, commenting on the way in which 
tho Uitlanders are treated by the Boers, 
says : 

Seldom, or never, in modern times hiiH 
!i community of civilized men been com- 
pelled to endure such :i travesty of gov- 
ernment. This misrule, it must further 
be remembered, is imposed by a minor- 



ity on a majority ; and to make oppres- 
sion bitter,. Avbile simplest rights of 
citizenship are refused to the IJltlanders 
tbe honors and emoluments of the State 
are lavished on a knot of alien Holland- 
<irs whose sole coimection with the 
Transvaal is a community of race and 
creeil with its n^asters. "Nothing short 
of the strong arm of tho Homo Govern- 
ment could have preserved such a des- 
jiotism intat^t for so many years, nothing 
else could save it from iuimediate and 
trenchant reforms, carried out 
under the menace of armed 
force. The Colonial Ofiice presumably 
lias saveil it tmd by doing so lias taken 
upon itself amoral resi)onsibility for the 
future good government of the Trans- 
vaal. BIr. Clianiberlain, wo trust, is 
more strongly alive to this consideration 
than appears' on tho face of his oilicial 
statement. In that document he de- 
clares tliat he is in friendly communica- 
tion with President Kruger and with 
the Consul-General of the Republic. It 
is earnestly to be hoped that his com- 
munications are of a very clear and im- 
])r(!ssive character, antl that he has 
warned the authorities at Pretoria 
of the fate whicli inevitably awaits 
their polity if they obstinately 
harden their hearts against the just de- 
mands of the Uitlanders. There can ho 
no uncertainty on this subject, and the 
President will fall into a grievous and 
jjcrhaps a fatal error if he suH'ers his 
sober judgnient of the situation to be 
swayed by the hinguage of foreign news- 
[lapers unfriendly to Great Britain. 

The article of which the above is an 
extract was published before it was 
known that the Emperor of Germany 
had sent a message of congratulation to 
President Kruger.

The fcllowinn is llui conclusion of thu 
lulmirable and tlioughtful address re- 
cently dolivered by Hon. .laixies Biiker 
before the Mainland Teachers' Assoeia- 
tion at "Vancouver: 

In the earliest stages of ovolution, the 
primitive organisms had developed in 
tliem a creative power for the purpose of 
forminj! a home as a refuge for rest and 
security. Even the earliest molluaks 
bttilt their sheila. Insects and birds 
built their nests, and it is difficult to 
Bay which is the most \ronderful, a bees' 
nest orWeatminster Abbey. In either 
case the building operations must have 
rajuired a considerable amount of 
' thought and organization of labor. But 
in the 11 fc of insects wo have a most in- 
teresting illustration of the powers of 
obsci vatioa and the adaptation of habit 
to surrounding circumstances, in the 
case of the anthophoni, or nniHon bee, 
and the little sylaris, or liliKter beetle. 

The anthophora beo seeks about for a 
soft kiwi of rock and bores a circular 
tunnel into it for a certain distance. I t 
then sinks a jierpcndicular shaft or well 
at right angles to tlie tunnel, and when 
it is down a sullioient distance the nuile 
And female bees go outside and mix up a 
kind of cement or plaster with which thcv 
line the interior of the tunnel and shaft 
in a very beautiful manner. When this 
vyork is completed they start off in search 
of honey -which they deposit in the shaft 
or well, and when itis sufTiciently full the 
mamina bee lays her egg on the top of the 
honey so that it floats ujjon it, and she 
then goes outsidcand mi.'ces uj) some more 
of the plaster or cement with which she 
returns and covers up the mouth of the 
well or shaft with the egg inside. The 
male bees are tlie first to hatch out 
about tlie end oi August, and the em- 
bryo bee scratches his way through the 
plaster covering of the well, crawls in a 
sleepy way along the tunnel until he 
{jets to the month of it, and 
there he lies all through the 
winter in a hybernatiiig sort of state, 
to come into fall activity the following 
spring. Now, once upon a time there 
was a lady sytaris beetle of a domestic 
turn of mind, who was roaming about 
the country in search of a nice home for 
her future family, when she happened 
upon one of tbese tunnels of the Antho- 
phora bees, and being of the feminine 
gender she was naturally of an inquisi- 
tive turn of mind, and so she stood by to 
watch, and when she sa\v the male and 
iemale antliophora bees come out of 
the tunnel lier curiosity was still 
further excited, so she" went inside 
and explored the whole premises, and 
tlien returned to the entrance of the 
mouth of the tunnel to continue lier in- 
vestigations, and there she reinaiiicil un- 
til Bne had made herself i)erfecilv ac- 
quainted with all the habits of" tlie 
anthophora bee. Then she be,';an 
to think, and this is how slio 
reasoned : " If I lay my egg at the 
mouth of that tunnel, my babv svtaris 
grub Mill hatch out about the end of 
August, and when it finds that sleepv- 
lieaded embryo beelyingalongsiileof it, as 
iny cliild come from a rustling family, 
it will i'lK its si.N: sharp claws into thiit 
bee and utilize it for food. And by and 
by when it sees the mamma bee lav her 
egg on the toj) of that nice sweet lioney 
— well, il it does not know how to take 
advantage of the situation, it will not be 
like a child of mine." Accordingly she 
commenced to put her plan into 
operation, laid her cgK at the mouth of 
the tunnel, and everything turned out 
e.xactly as she had anticipated. The 
baby sytaris grub utilized the embrvo 
bo:; as food, and when it saw thi^ female 
bi^'^ her egg on lop of the honev and 
come t<* "]> the plaster, the 

grub cra;vled along the tunnel, looked 
down into tiiC well and then climbed on 
the top of the egg iioating on the honey. 
Back comes the mamina bee, and she is 
so much occupied with her masonry 
operations that she never notices the 
little grub on the top of the egg, and she 
plasters up the mouth of the well with 
the thief inside. And now the sytaris 
grub has a real good time. It first de- 
vours the contents of the egg, which lasts 
for eight days, and it then lies in tin; 
empty ^bi'U as a Kortof raft, ami with its 
bead" in the sweet honey, it gmgcs 
it.sell to rcjiletion, and it grows and 
gro'.vs, and molts and molts, and changes 
fts fonii, until at last it develo|)s into a 
full Hedged syteris beetle. It then eats 
its wav along the jilastei- covering, 
' Craivls' through the tunnel, and i.ssues 
<f<|>rth into the workl in all the glory of 
\l8 heetledoni, and if it is a female 
beetlCj it returns eitlier to the same luu- 
nel or some other [tunnel of the antbo- 
pliora bees, lays its eggs there, and tin- 
whole process is gone through ovci 
again. 

Xowilis rpiite clear that the lady 
svtaris beetle must have thought out the 
whole process, and not only so, but her 
thoutrlits must have Ijeiui inherited by 
Iier progeny and develoiKMl into habits 
which afterwards became a force of cus- 
tom. It is a verv instruct ive lesson, and] 
indeed we 'lind that just as 
physical evolution commences with 
very small beginnings and gradu- 
ally ascends into higher organisms, 
BO it is with the evolution of mind. In 
the earliest aggregations of protoi)lasmic 
cells as represented bv protozoans, radi- 
ates and moUusics, we find them all 
actuated by what— for want of a better 
^^.or,j_I mav call " motives " or desires 
for alimentation, for conjugation, and 
for inilitatioii. There was the effort lor 
sustenance and its consequent growth, 
Uie elTort to increase and multiply, ami 
the cd'ort for defence and oilence or war, 
and out of these three motives there 
was inaugurated the survival of the tit- 
tesl Moreover, these three motives 
have actuatiHl all living things from the 
birth of tiie protoplasmic cell to the 
hifihest Hpeciinen of intellectual man in 
the preseut day. 

In support of the parallelism we also 
find that in psychical as in physical 
evolution, the process, though extreme- 
ly alow, is progressive, and assumes 
lilaher powers as wo pass from the Tal- 
reoaoictothe Mesozoic and from tiio 
Jlesozoicto the Oenozoic periods. In

other words, cephalization has been 
progressive. 

Deductive reasoning must therefore 
convince us that, enormous as the dif- 
ference is between the psychical powers 
of the protozoan of one hundred millions 
of years ago as compared with thoBe of a 
man of the highest intelUgence in the 
present age, there may be in the long 
future ((uite as great or even a greater 
difference between the most intellectual 
man of to-day and the wonderful being 
who is yet to lie evoluted on this eartli 
or who may even now be evoluted in 
some other world. 

Wo are permitted to reason by induc- 
tion and deduction from objects and cir- 
cumstances which surround us, r.nd by 
that process we are enabled to assort 
that all organisms have been, are, and 
probably will continue to be, greatly in- 
fluenced by environment, and I particu- 
larly wish to concentrate your attention 
on this important point, because it is 
one which can be clearly proved through 
all the stages of jisychical evolution, and 
it is one which has a jieculiar bearing 
upon j'our resiionsibilities as teachers of 
the young. 

In the earliest stages of evolution, 
when the groups of protoplasmic cells 
were floating about in the medium- 
water' — by winch they were surrouniled, 
they were dependent upon their envir- 
onment for their sustenance, and conse- 
quently for their growth. It was die 
exteriors of these organisms which were 
brought into contact with the surround- 
ing medium, and there was graduallpr 
built up either a sympathy or an anti- 
pathy between the medium and the ex- 
terior and interior of the organism. 
We ourselves recognize this sympathy 
or antipathy in the I'lnotions cfeveloped 
ill our nervous system by beautiful 
strains of music, or by the poetic fancies 
created in us when gazing uj)on some 
lovely scenery. Or on the other hand by 
the gasping of our breath au we plunge 
into cold water, or the oppression occas- 
ioned by an overheated room. But to 
return to the organism, which in its 
movements through the medium water 
came into contact with forces, either 
chemical, electrical or mechauicalr as the 
case might be, it was influenced by 
those forces both as to the directmn of 
its actions and the form of its 
growth. But there was in the in- 
terior of even the primitive organism 
a mysterious power or force which i-X' 
erted its iiilluence in a greater or lesser 
degree on surrounding forces, antl th'.a 
extramissive force or mind of the jirim- 
itive organism was the nsycliical germ oi 
one hundred millions of years ago, 




of scientists who scornfully deny the 
divine origin of lilt; and who relWr back 
to the priiniiive Monera and try to 
blend organism and anorganism into one 
harmonious wdiole. But even should 
they succeed they will be no nearer to 
their goal. They will Still have to seek 
for the lirst cause in their exceedingly 
indefinite phrase " spontaneous genera- 
tion," instead of the far more definite 
and more beautiful one of " divine 
origin." And when we come to read 
them closely and with an unbiassed 
mind, and even with a due reverence for 
their giant intellects— what do we lind? 
That they Ijeconie lost in the maze of 
their own deductions, because they ac- 
knowledge that thoy cannot accouiit tor 
the origin of motion which is absolutely 
essential to their hy]H)tliesiK. They 
would seem also to err in another direc- 
tion — X s|)eak -Aith all liuniility— but 
they do not appear to attach sufficient 
significance to the oi)posite extremity of 
ovolution, nauielj', the marvellous 
])ower of the human intellect; they 
do not appear to realise tliat if, 
after onw hundred millions of years, 
there has been evoluted a human being 
possessing a creative jmwer which is 
able to pro.iuce a moTing thing of the 
c-omplicated' laechaniam, for example, of 
a modern I'ne-of-batfle shin, the lungs 
and stomach of whic''i\ are fed with air, 
with water and with fuel — tt'?mewhat 
after the fash>3ii of a human being — 
which digests its food, ?urns it into mo- 
tion anil voids the uiidjgested portions, 
which breathes in air and exhales

which has fjvohited into the intellectual and carbonic iicid gas, which ca;veinit a 



power of mmi in the present day. Wo 
know not what it is, we only know that 
it is tliere and we rightly atlribmte it to 
the Almighty. We may therefore re- 
solve all the Jorces acting upon any or- 
ganism into two, uair>ely, ttie csoteris 
extramissive force of the or^niam it- 
self and the exoteric intromattent force 
of environment, and the- resultant of 
these t,vo forces represents the- measure 
of the power jiossessed by the orgjinisin 
for asciiii'jion or fcr desei'nsion in the 
scale of evdlulian. 



If, then, we acknowledue that there 
has been evolution :ii the psycdiical cvin- 
dition of life — or the svohitioii of 
mind — we must also acknowledf^e tfcat 
there has been a continuity and itvg- 
mentation of thought and heredity of 
actions — which are the products ef 
thought, and we have prati^caL experi- 
ence of this- in the inherited, habits- of 
animals — man included, But we can. 
easily understand that unleos theroduvs 
been some motive power of mentahex- 
altatioii, there would havi^ been a !>iimc- 
iierfs in the colli innity of thought over 
ages' ii]>on ages of time, and tlieri' iMjiilil 
imtliave heen any psychir;il. advivnce- 
meiiL. I'.ut we liave only to compare 
the psychical ciinditiiin oi tin- priinhive 
protozoan with lhat o! an inti'lligeiit 
human being to become aware that there 
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has been a marvellous psyuhieal ad- 1 f'"'*' '"'" '^ 
vancement and an enormous gradu.'ition 
oi the scale of iisycliical evolutrioii fron. 
zero, or the genesis of life, ujiwanis. 
I'hcrefore there must havobeen a nictive 
p(j\ver of mental exaltation- acting 
ihr(jugh all time in a greater or leaser 
degree in all organisms- and forming a 
com]3oncnt part of the extramissive 
force of the said organiMis, and it must 
in certain cases have been sofiiciently 
[jowerful to regulate the forceof onviron- 
iiient, c)therwise it would have Vji-i'ii 
rhorne by that lorce. I'herefor-.- it is 
easv to realize that a multiplication and 
aggregation of orga.niHms may lx.'conie 
important tactors in the enYir(niiuvnt of 
a single organism, and they will re- 
ciprocally react upon each other, and 
this is what we recognize when we 
allude to the force of example or the 
force of custom. Mow familiar is the 
term " He means well, but he is easily 
led," or in other words the force of en- 
vironment is stronger than his extra- 
missive force. 

And we see in all this wonderful pro- 
cess a great parpose, & Divine mystery, 
a fii)irit of exaltation, small and feeble 
at the genosid of life, and revealing it- 
self only in the survival of the littest, 
but ever ascending to higher levels 
through millions upon millions of years 
until it has reached in its upward jiatli 
that intellectual being who is called 
Man, posscHsing a reasoning uower,^ :i 
conscience and freedom of will so ni- 
conijiarably superior to anything which 
has [ireceded him as to suggest that he 
may indeed be a faint image of af utui e 
God. . , , 

I know that there is a certain school

SPANIARDS VICTORIOUS. 

Cuban Insurgents Defeated on Account of 
the Excellent ArtiHery Fire Directed 

Against Tlicin. 

Havana, Jan. 21. — There islittle news 
of importance from the front. General 
Maximo Gomez is still at the plantation 

of Portugale, near San Jose do las Jas, 
about tliirty kiloinetros from liavana. 
The I'^astern ariuy uf insurgents, niider 
Jose Maceo and Kahi, are still under- 
stood to be in Sagua la Cirande district 
of the province of Santa Clara and aae 
movinc westward. General Ltinuye, 
early during the morning of .Sunday 
January 18 attacked the camj)ofCicn- 
eral Antonio Maceo atTirudo, province 
of Pinar del Rio. The Spanish troops 
are reported to have won a (•()mid'.'to 
victory. The insurgents left L'7 killed 
on the field, and have retired with Ml) 
dead and wounded. ( )n the side of the 
troops only two soldiers were killed, and 
one otlicer and 14 solders were wounded. 

The victory of the Spanish was due to 
the excellenee of the artillery lire which 
they directed upon the in.surgent.';. Ad- 
vices from the province of Matana/.;is 
say that the insurgents recently called 
upon the garrison^of Fort Flora, at La 
Guira, to surrender, but the soldiers re- 
fused and the insurgents burned all the 
caneiields in the vicinity of Fort Flora.

What the Governor of Little Rliode Island 
Said In His Inaugural Message. 

PianiDENci', p. 1., Jan. 21. — In Ins 
message :it the opening of the general 
assembly to-day Governor Charles War- 
ren Lippitt, after reviewing, state affairs, 
made the following reference to the Ven- 
ezuelan cuntroversy; "Recent events 
have brought a great principle of nation- 
al policy into prominence. For genera- 
tions tlie right of European nations to 
encroach ui)on the Western heuusphere 
has been delied. Arbitration in har- 
mony with the spirit of the age is being 
urged to aajust the dilBculty.

It is not, however, the worst 
calamity tluit can befall a nation. To 
ii:ivo sul. milted to taxation williout le- 
l)re.-;entat i(in I to have pei'niittcd .•\ineri- 
can seaiiu'ii to lie taken Iroiii .\mericau 
ships on the hi^'li seas ;uiil foi-eed into 
the service of a foi'eign nati<in, would 
not have Hccuri'd to us the advantages 
we now enjoy. As duty may demand, 
with nialice tow:u'ds none, with charity 
for all, witli linnni'ss in the I'ight, as 
(iod gives us to see the right, let us 
meet the present circumstances as the 
descendants and as the successors of 
men whose sacrifices gained the liberties 
of .Vnierica."

Peary's (M-eenhind expe- 
dition \vas found dead in the Eille-Fh e- 
dal valley, near Jerkin, which he left 
shortly before ChristmifR on an expedi- 
tion in the mountains. He had not been 
icen since and twenty-live menonsnow- 
dioes started i n search of him on Suu- 
iay last, with the result just announced. 
In the spring of ISitI, he tmdertook a 
sleigh journey from the bead(iuarters of 
tlie Peary expedition in Inglelield gulf, 
round the Brotan peiunsuhi, which sej)- 
arates that f^iilf from Melville bay. This 
peninsula is the home of the so-called 
Arctic islanders, who were discovered in 
the beginning of the century by Sir John 
Ross.

Amianv, Jan. 21. — In an address be- 
fore tlic New York State Bar Association 
this evening, Hon. Chaancy r>epew, 
speaking on " Patriotism and Jingoism 
— the Lawyer's Duty," said in parb: 

" Whiltt a healthful advance in civili- 
zation and the undoubted public senti- 
ment supporting it mark the new rela- 
tions between individuals, there has 
been little iC any progress in the peace- 
ful, lawful settlement of international 
disputes, and the barbarous, murderous 
and tmcertain methods of the ancient 
and medieval periods still prevail. Only 
one power keeps the nations of ]',uro])e 
from instantly decl.uing war. The baid;- 
ers and business men have become the 
arbiters between the nations. In moil- 
ern conflicts, so vast and expensive are 
the i)re]>araLions for and the operations 
ot M'ar that the largest purse wins. 
Only two n;itions which may be said to 
be tree from this thraldom, because of 
their wealth, their commerce and 
credit, viz., tho United States and Great 
Britain. If armor is made wliicli will 
resiHta new shell, there follows the gun 
thatwiUlire the shot to pierce it. If 
a maguziue is constructed which will 
destroy its score of human be- 
ings in as many seconds, along 
comes the machine gun whicli 
will kill its hundreds of fathers, 
brothers, sonsand husbands in the same 
time. T''lio events of the past few weeks 
have demonstrated how easy it is to 
arouse the lighting blood among our 
own people. A generation has come 
upon the stage, since the civil war, who 
are eager for battle. 

" The strongest evidence of the fervor 
and force of this saim ii".jiry sentiment 
among us to-day is the action of congress 
upon the President's Venezuelan mes- 
sage, liy the constitution of the United 
States the war. power lielongs to congress 
and vet thi' senate and house with 
unanimity and hot haste, rushed to ro- 
I'ord their approval of what they be- 
lieved at the time to be a declaration of 
war, and their chaplain appealed to tho 
Prince of jieace with this marvellous 
invocation : ' Oh Lord, may we be quick 
to resent anything like an insult to our 
nation, so niav'lhy kingdom come and 
Tliy will be on earth as it is done in 
Heaven. .Amen.' One dcres not know 
ill presence of such a travesty ujion the 
Sermon on the !Mouiit whetiier to say ; 
'(iood LordI' ( )ur hasty and passionate 
President could jilunge the nation into 
war, and the reason and justification for 
its sacrifices of blood and treasure 
ami indiiHtrial interests would be 
left for academic discussion after 
the strife was over. The argument has 
recently been advanced by Bismarck, 
by the j.K>ndon Times, and only the other 
day by a distinguished judge, that with- 
out war the moral tone of a people de- 
teriorates, and thus they lose a line sense 
of patriotism and a keen ajiiireciation 
oi national honor." 

The speaker instanced the nuignilicent 
outburst of patriotism at the breaking 
out of the ci vil war in America and 
tho splendid bravery shown during its 
progress, all by a people who knew not 
war, as controverting that byjiothesis. 
Mr. Uepew then said: "Now is the 
time for the jirofession to perform a 
great work njmn the lines of the 
lawyers of ])iist centuries in jiro- 
motitig international arbitration. The 
present dispute between the English 
s|)eaking races which is agitating the 
World calls for both practical wisdom 
ami legal acumen for its solution. There 
is no dissension in this country regard- 
ing the Monroe doctrine as promulgated 
by President Monroe, and interpreted by 
Jefferson, Madison, Webster and (,'al- 
houn, Alexander Hamilton, the great-

est la^vyer of the revolutionary per- 
iod, and one of the most creative 
geniuses of our coimtry stated this rule 
for our guidance in the Federalist, with 
that clearness of insight into the future 
by which he stamped upon our institu- 
tions the elements of conservatism and 
perpetuity. No f'^urojiean agure,ysioiis 
iijion the Americans will be periiiitted 
by the United States which endanger 
our safety, or subject our sister ropiib- 
lies to liluropean desjiotisnis. 

" Yet anyone who studies the 3Ionroe 
doctrine will see how in each individnul 
case, except where there is a flagrant 
violation, like the I'^ronuli invasion of 
Mexico, the applicable interpretation of 
it should be the subject of a judicial de- 
termination. The President's message 
to congress presents a novel view 
of the principle. If there is a 
dis])ute aa to a boundary line 
between a South American republic 
and a European power, no matter how 
insignificant the territory in vol veil, or 
how distantly it affects the indeiiend- 
cnce of the country or how remotely it 
may interest us we must demand that 
the two governmenls arbitrate the litie, 
and if they refuse, we must find out as 
best we can ^vhat that lino 
is and enforce it by war. 
A slight e.^tension of the princijile com- 
jiels us to assume a protectorate over all 
these republics. Their enterprises and 
industries are almost entirely owned or 
controlled and carried on liy Americans, 
I'aiglisli, Germans, French and Italians. 

■'Their govcrninentB are in almost 
l)er|ielual revolution, and the military 
dictator of the hour confiscates property 
right and left, except that of foreigner.s. 
It he could rely upon the United States 
to protect him' he would treat the lives, 
possessions and business of the Ger- 
mans, English, Italians and French 
to the same impartial appro- 
priation as he does those of his 
countrymen. These nations would de- 
mand reparat'on and redresB. This 
would involve the collection of sniistan- 
tial damages, and we would be in a 
measure bound to assume the quarrel. 
Wo might at the whim of the necessities 
of the successful niilitaiy tlictator of 
Venezuela or the Argentine, of Brazil or 
liolivia, Paraguay or Peru, of Yucatan 
or Honduras, of Chili or Bolivia, be in- 
volved infrequent wars with the powers 
of PjUrope. This would require an im- 
mense navy and a large standing army. 

"The feeling in tho Unitc<l States 
against Great Britain is more easily 
aroused than against other countries for 
many reasons. In the (irst place, we 
are blood relations and family ciiiarreLs 
are always hasty and fierce. Our battles 
ot the revolution and of the war of LSI 2 
have been with England. Thn attitude 
(jf her gdvernnient during the civil war 
was SDi'cially irrihitiiig and disjmtes 
about liDiiiidary lines and fisheries have 
freciueiitly arisen, 

'■ J5iit while this feeling has not abated 
with us, there has come into j>ower in 
( ireat Britain, and we have scarcely 
noticed it, indeed, it has only been 
brought strongly and con vinciiigl}' to 
our attention by the recent terrific out- 
break against Germany, a force unknown 
and unheard of at tlie time ot George 
III, or the war of 1812, or oven our civil 
war. It is the all-powerful democracy 
oi Britain which universal suffrage has 
brought to the front, and which is to- 
day the real power in the British Isles. 
This force is cordial in its friendship for 
our ])eoiile and country. There lire no 
obstacloa in the way of the peaceful ad- 
justment, uiioii a permanent basis, of 
all present luul future dilliculties be- 
tween the democratic spirit — the peo- 
ple — of the United States, and the demo- 
cratic spirit — the people — of Great Brit- 
ain. 

" The United States is the only nation 
so situated that it can with honor and 
safety move upon the pathway of peace 
for an international court of arbitration. 
North of us lies Canada, with its vast 
territories, larger in area than the United 
States, but with a sjiarse population of 
some 6,000,000 people. It seeics no war, 
it wants no hostilities and no disagree- 
ments with our republic. It is anxious 
for commercial union. Political 
union will follow whenever we 
desire to extend the invitation. 
So there is no danger from Camilla. To 
the south of us is Mexico with only 
twelve mi llic ins of people, of whom ten 
millions are Indians, uneducated and 
degrailed. We need fe;ir nothing from 
]\le:<ico; nor do we want her. That 
po])iilation iiicurporated into our iioliti- 
cal system would corrujit our Biitfrage. 
The jiresidency of the United States and 
political control of the republic iiiighl be 
decided by the Indians of Mexico. 

" Further a^vay are the republics of 
the Isthmus of Darien and of South Am- 
erica. Tlie perpetual wars between 
these nations and the constant revolu- 
tionsand feuds which have rliaracterized 
them hiive left that ])art of the Western 
hemisj>liere at the end of three hundred 
ye;irs, though its climate, soil and re- 
sources are as attractive and great as 
those of the Xorth, with a scatter- 
ed population of few than 
2t),000,UOU, two-tiiirils being Jiidian 
half-breeds. We have no fear of them. 
And no'v look at Europe. It is 8.000 
miles across the ocean from the nearest 
seaport of any European power to any 
seaport of the United States. Ourcoun- 
Iry has 70,000,000 of jieople and ^70,(HK).- 
000,000 of accumulated wealth. Sogreat 
has been our prosjierity becau.se of one 
hnn<lred and two years wf peace 
and only live of war, so free have we 
been from the strifes which liave ex- 
liauHtiHl the resources of ICurope, that 
the taxing jiower of the government has 
not yet touched for any ])ur|)ose the real 
and jiersonal property represented in 
these seventy thousand millions of dol- 
lars of accumulated wealth. 

"According to the census of 18110 we 
have 9,200,000 fighting men. The exjie- 
rience of the civil war has shown that 
out of them could he drafted, ii)id)ili;'.eil 
and instructed, in three inoiiths, three 
millions of soldiers. All the transjiorts 
and iiavies of the world i;ould 
not land upon our shores an 
army which could march one 
hundred niilcj from the seacoast, or ever 
return to their shijis. With all the 
world in aims against us, the vast in- 
terior of our continent, except in its in- 
dustrial and economic jihases, wotihl 
know nothing of the trouble and never 
see a foreign uniform, except as a2)riH- 
oner of war. 

" Secure in our isolation ; supreme in 
our rcHonrces; unequalled in our re- 
serves, and free from dangerous neigh- 
borhood, we occupy among the nations 
of the earth a iiosilion so exalted and 
safe, that to <;omi)are us with other 
countries would be absurd. The 
statesman or the iiolitician who 
really fears for the safety of this 
country is a fool. The statesman or 
politican who does not fear (because be

PREFERENTIAL TRADE. 

Sir Charles Tupper's Mapinificent Address 
Before the Montreal Board of Trade 
—The Merchants' Congress. 

JfoNrnKAL, Jan. 21. — (Special)— Sir 
Charles Tapper, Bart., secretary of 
slate, won a noticeable victory by his 
address 0!> " Preferential Trade Between 
Great Britain and Her Colonies " before 
the Montreal Board of Trade last night 
There existed a strong feeling against 
liini among the I^iberal members of the 
board, but at the conclusion of his ad- 
dress all, regardless of jiarty, loudly and 
entliu.-iastically cheered him. There 
was present a very large gathering. The 
High Commissioner to tireat Britain re- 
viewed the various steps of th^ agitation 
in favor ot jireferential trade, and said 
it had made great jirogress and. only 
required renewed effort !o lead 
to the ultimate triumph of the jirinci- 
ple. Many of the leaders and public 
inen of Great Britain were in favor of it, 
and at the last congress of the boards 
of trade it was the subject of considera- 
ble dlBCUBsiou and the principle was al- 
most adopted. 

Sir Charles said it was most .impor- 
tant for the Dominion Board of Trade 
to send a large representation to the 
congress of the boaiils of trade, which 
will be held in London, in June next. 
One of Llio princijile questions to bi 
considered by the board woukl be the 
ridations between tireat Britain and her 
colonies, and he believed that by united 
cllbrt jirtiferential traiie would become 
an accomplished fact. He also ex- 
pressed satisfaction that the efforts in 
favor ot faat steamship service liad 
been crowned with success, and he be- 
lieved it would result in vast benefits to 
Canada. 



WINTER POUT QUESTION. 

Halifax Board of Trade Resolve to Petition 
the British AuthorlUes. 

n.^.ui.\\..>:, N.S., Jan. 21.— (Special)— 
The Halifax board of trade at its an- 
nual meeting to-day dealt with the win- 
ter port <iuestion in a vigorous manner. 
The board resolved that they had so 
often petitioned the Canadian govern- 
ment and sent delegations to Ottawa to 
have subsidized steamship line's com- 
pelled to make a Caiiiuliau port thc'ir 
terminus, instead of I'ortland, Maine, 
and other American ports, that they 
considered further appeals in that direc- 



tion useless and resolved to go direct to 
England and see what could be done 
towards removing tho cause of com- 
plaint. Pleasure was expressed that 
the strained relations between the 
United States and Great Britain over 
the Venezuelan allair were relaxing, and 
hope was expressed that abetter appre- 
ciation of each nation by the other 
would be the outcome. 



" OBEYING ORDERS." 

Statement Regarding the Removal From 
New York of Commander 
and Mrs. Booth. 

New Yokk, Jan. 21. — Commander 
Ballington Booth to-day sent the follow- 
ing statement to the Associated Press : 
" Commander and Mrs. J'.ootli. of Xew 
York Cit3', wish the Canadian press to 
contradict the absurd report about Com- 
mandant Herbert Booth, of Toronto, 
having anything whatever to do tvith 
their orders to farewell from America. 
He has nothing to do with tlie matter 
and has only been mentioned in connec- 
tion with the ali'air by the Xew York press 
because he bapjiened to call at that city 
on Ins way from England to Toronto, in 
the midst of the excitement now prevail- 
ing in .America over Commander and Mrs. 
Hootli's order to resign their command. 
Commander B. Booth and his brother 
are the best of friends and have neither 
of them band or authority in the forth- 
coming move. They are both of them 
simply obeying the General's orders.
